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THE SOWER AND THE SEED. 

EXTRACT FROM A SERMON ON “‘THE SOWER AND THE 
SEED,’”’ PREACHED BY THH REY. F. A, JOHNSON AT THE 
LAST ANNIVERSARY OF THE MORRIS COUNTY, N. J., 
BIBLE SOC#ETY. 

__ Every Sabbath the Bible is read from the 60,000 

pulpits of our land ; tens of thousands of children 

study it in the Sabbath schools. It is found in the 
; palatial dwelling of the rich, but also in the tene- 
ment of the poor and in the cabin of the lowly 
freedman. The soldier in his frontier barrack has 
received this precious gift, and the sailor amid the 
perils of the deep reads of him whose simple word 
stilled the mighty billows. We meet it in the rail- 
road car and in the public house where we tarry 
for the night. It seems to be everywhere; and in 
a general way its contents are the best known of 
any book. Now, who can estimate its influence ? 
- Our code of laws as well as our code of morals is 
founded upon it. Our social and business life is 


purified by it. Itis the safest and the best guide 
through this life, and it opens the door to the better 
life beyond. 

One well informed ascribes to the extensive use 
of the Bible in Wales the facts that infidel litera- 
ture had not been translated into Welsh, and that 
Romanism had scarcely made any progress there. 
When will men understand that error cannot be 
overcome by compromise or by human philosophy ; 
that the only weapon with which to fight it success- 
fully is the Sword of the Spirit which is the word 
of God. Our country trembles to-day in fear of an 
enemy little dreamed of by our fathers—Commu- 
nism, that demon of carnage and ruin. How is it 
to be met and conquered? By legislative enact- 
ments? by armies? The communist defies both 
of these. It is an axiom of war to use against 
your enemy the weapons he most dreads. There is 
nothing communism so fears as the Bible. Let 
men but follow its blessed teachings and commu- 
nism would disappear as darkness before the rising 
sun, Therefore the communist directs his first 
attack against his greatest enemy. He proclaims 
his atheism, and declares his hatred of churches 
and the agencies of religion. Let American Chris- 
tianity meet this new enemy face to face, fearlessly 


-|as they should fight who contend for the right. 


Keep the Bible in the public! schools, circulate it 
in the slums of the cities, impress its truths upon 
the people everywhere, and you may disband your 
armies and laugh the communist back to his haunts 
in the old world. Remember it was godless, Bible- 
less Paris that invented the horrors of the Reyolu- 
tion and the Commune of 1871. 

Our missionaries have gathered many remark- 
able harvests from the simple sowing of this 
precious seed by the wayside. A Testament was 
left in an Armenian village some ten years ago. 
The missionary was driven away but there the 
word remained, doing its silent leavening work. 
Recently another missionary visited this place 
whence his fellow labourer had fled for his life. 
He relates that he found thirty houses or three- 
eighths of the inhabitants now Protestants. Seven- 
ty-five persons were present at a Sabbath service 
and in the evening a prayer meeting was held. 
Thirteen prayers were offered—short, simple, earn- 
est, uttered with broken accents. Now what had 
wrought this marvellous change? Not the power 
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of armies nor the eloquence of man, but the plant- 
ing of this little seed which is the word of God. 
God warmed it with his love. The Spirit de- 
scended gently upon it as the heavens give their 
dew, and behold, the bountiful harvest. 

A Bible reader found a village in Iceland where 
the people had not even heard of the Bible. As 
he read to them they expressed the utmost surprise 
that so small a book should contain so many 
wonderful things. It is a small book, yet it domi- 
nates'the strongest nations of the earth to-day. 

“Wherever you find religion pure and undefiled 
it is that revealed by the word of God. Wherever 
you find a high type of morality it is the result of 
the teachings of the word. The acorn is a little 
seed, but behold its outgrowth, yonder mighty oak. 
The Bible is a little book, but circle the globe and 
everywhere you will see the ripening harvest 
whose germ is that little seed. , 

The late Chief Justice Chase, a few days before 

his death expressed himself as a firm believer in 
the inspiration of the Bible and the plan of salva- 
tion as taught by the Saviour. He said that early 
in his manhood he had brought to the examination 
of the Scriptures all the powers of his mind, and 
carefully read all the leading arguments for and 
against the truth of those Scriptures ; that he had 
deliberately made up his mind that the Bible was 
the word of God; a divine revelation to man, and 
he had never in a long life wavered in his belief. 
Such testimony from such a man is of the greatest 
importance. And yet it is only what we have a 
Tight to expect as the result of fair, honest exami- 
nation of the word. This seed has been pro- 
nounced good by high and low of every race who 
have given it such examination. 
‘ Then, brethren, is it not high honour to be 
sowers of such seed? Let us go out into the 
world-wide field, and scatter this seed sometimes 
in the fertile places and sometimes by the way- 
side, and may God send his Holy Spirit that our 
sowing may not.be in vain; and may he hasten 
that glad harvest day when “ the earth shall be full 
of the knowledge of the Lord as the waters cover 
the sea,’’

RELIGIOUS LIBERTY IN THE CAUCASUS. 
EXTRACT FROM MR EDWIN M. BLISS’ REPORT. 


\ 

A word must be said in regard to ‘the subject of 
religious liberty. Where so many diametrically 
opposite statements are made on the best authority, 
I can hardly claim to be absolutely correct, but 
will give the result of inquiries made as I had 
opportunity. First, with regard to colportage : 
T have already spoken of the hearty welcome given 
to Bible work by the government, conditioned 
however on careful conformance to the laws of 
the empire. Among these laws theres one which 


might be called upon in such a way as to greatly | 


Testrict and in some cases practically prohibit all 
sales of the Scriptures, The text of the law I 
cannot give, but it is in substance that, while the 
‘government claims a general censorship over all 
books entering the empire, or published within it, a 
particular censorship over all religious books is 
allowed to the ecclesiastical heads of the different 
faces or nationalities. Thus the supreme authority 
in regard to editions or versions of the Scriptures, 
‘and all religious books in Russian, is the Synod; 
in Georgian the Catholica, subject himself however 
‘to the Synod; and in Armenian the Catholicos at 
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Etchmiadzine. The practical working of the law 
is in general in the line of freedom, but it is 
always possible to put the strictest construction 
upon it. Thus in Russian no version of the 
Scriptures is allowed but that approved by the 
Synod. That fact in itself would be of no special 
moment, as there is a very good modern translation 
made indeed from the Septuagint, but with the 
variations from the Hebrew. What causes difli- 
culty is that no editions are allowed but those of 
the Synod, and while their New Testament and 
Psalms are open to no objections, their edition 
of the whole Bible contains the Apocrypha. 

It is true that in Bulgaria during and since the 
war, free circulation has been allowed to the 
editions published in Vienna, and Russian officers 
and soldiers have bought Bibles and Testaments 
by the hundreds to take back with them into 
Russia, but as yet, it is not permitted to offer 
them for sale within Russian territory. In Geor- 
gian no difficulty has as yet been experienced, and 
the editions of the British and Foreign Bible 
Society are, I believe, freely offered for sale. It is 
possible however that this law may be invoked at 
any time, and they be driven from the country. 
With regard to Armenian Scriptures, there has 
been, as is well known, great difficulty for many 
years. The ecclesiastics at Etchmiadzine, ‘see- 
ing the havoc that Protestant Missions were 
making in their church in Asia Minor, and re- 
solved to use every means to preserve themselves 
from such dangers, took advantage of this law, 
to secure from the Minister of the Interior at St. 
Petersburg a decree forbidding the entrance into 
Russia and the Caucasus, of all Scriptures and 
religious books emanating from the American 
presses at Constantinople. The order was strictly 
carried out at Odessa, but at Tiflis, where the cen- 
sorship for the Caucasus is established, it was not 
severely pressed, and for several years it was not 
even known generally. A comparatively small 
number were admitted from time to time, and 
sales went on, though somewhat slowly. The de- 
positary in charge of the American Bible Society’s 
books had a permit with full authorization from 
the board of censors to sell freely all editions of 
the Armenian Scriptures. Of late however, from 
some cause unknown to me, the order has been 
more rigidly enforced. How long it will con- 
tinue so cannot be said, but it is very probable 
that a change must come soon. 

All editions of Turkish Scriptures are allowed, 
with no restrictions; so also with regard to the 
various European languages. When books are 
once fairly admitted to the country, there is 
absolutely no. hindrance to their sale. The neces- 
sary license is granted without any difficulty, and 
colporteurs may go the length and breadth of the 
country with no more fear of molestation than any 
other merchants. This however only,as long as 
they continue mere salesmen ; should they under- 
take to hold meetings or expound the Scriptures, 
they render themselves liable to prosecution under 
other laws; and thus I am led to speak— 

Second, of the laws affecting personal religious 
belief. : Here too I am unable to give the text, 
but simply some statements as to the actual con- 
dition of the country in this respect. It seems to 
be the rule of the government to recognize what- 
ever religious faith actually exists. It coerces no 
one, and as a rule any congregation, whether Ar- 
menian, Protestant, Moslem, or anything else, whose 
existence is once recognized, has a right to claim 
protection for its house of worship, and the unin- 
terrupted exercise of its religious services, so

long as they are purely religious. The general 
understanding is that no change of communion is 
allowed, except to the Greek church; ¢ é., no 
Armenian may become Protestant, Moslem, or 
Catholic, though he may leave his own church for 
the Russian ; and so of the other communions. 
A better way perhaps to state it would be to say, 
that all increase of one communion, except the 
Greek, at the expense of another, is forbidden. 
The difference is this: according to the former 
statement, the government interferes with the 
man himself and forbids him personally to change 
his faith; according to the latter, it interferes with 
the man only on complaint of the communion or 
congregation from which he withdraws. What- 
ever be the exact wording of the law, this is its 
practical operation, and under it several evangeli- 
cal communities have grown up to some consider- 
able size and influence, as at Shemachi, Shusha, 
Nucha, and Baku. At Tiflis also there is quite a 
community of evangelical Armenians, who for a 
long time met in constant fear of interruption from 
the government. Their mode of gaining a recog- 
nized position is a fair example of the way in which 
such things are done in Russia. Little by little 
their numbers increased, until it became more 
and more difficult to hold their meetings without 
attracting the notice of the police, who have strict 
orders to break up any assembly not recognized 
by the government, and they knew not what to 
do. Should they come out openly and claim their 
right to public service, they might draw down 
upon some of their number the full power of the 
law invoked by the Armenian priesthood, who as 
yet were not aware of their defection. Just at 
* that time the late war commenced, and the various 
communities showed their patriotism and desire 
for the success of the Russian arms by the pre- 
sentation of certain supplies to the government. 
Now was the opportunity for this little company. 
They raised quite a sum of money, purchased 
some hospital stores, and presented them to the 
government as a donation for the public welfare 
from the evangelical Armenian congregation of 
Tiflis, represented by their pastor and some of 
their leading men. It was done in some trepida- 
tion, ‘yet they hoped in the general excitement to 
escape too close inquiries. Their hope was realized, 
the donation graciously accepted, and the name of 
their community formally entered upon the official 
tables. Still they worked on cautiously, but when 
I attended their service one Sabbath morning they 
were full of joy that they had succeeded in obtain- 
ing this recognition, to which in future years they 
might appeal in case of any charge being brought 
against them. That their fear was no idle one may 
beseen from the fact that not long since, when Rey. 
Mr. Easton, of the Mission of the Presbyterian 
Board in Persia, was passing through Erivan and 
Etchmiadzine, and held a quiet prayer-meeting 
with a few evangelical Armenians, he was arrested 
by the police, and forced to leave the region. 
During my interview with General Starazelsky, 
alluded to above, he laid great stress upon this, 
that colporteurs must confine themselves to selling 
books ; they could not be allowed to hold meetings 
of any sort. There is one class of people that in 
a measure are not brought under these laws. The 
Moslems are considered fair field for anybody 
among the recognized religious teachers of the 
country, and as far as I could learn, no hindrance 
is offered to their entrance into any Christian 
communion. The only demand is that.efforts at 
proselytism be not so conducted as to rouse their 
fanaticism and in any way endanger public peace. 
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In general the Russian government troubles itself 
comparatively little about the private life or opin- 
ions of individuals, so long as they remain strictly 
private, but the moment they become in any sense 
public, then they become subject to the full vigor 
of laws, that are by no means conceived in a spirit 
of freedom. What changes may soon take place, 
it is impossible to forecast with any assurance. 
The refusal of a jury to give a verdict of ‘ guilty” 
in a case of defection from the Greek church at 
Odessa, not many months since, is one-of the signs 
of the times, We can only hope for more such 


tokens. 
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INCIDENTS OF COLPORTAGE IN CHINA. 
YELLOW Ska, Noy. 25, 1878. 


Dear Brorser :—Incidents of interest regard- 
ing our Bible work are frequently presenting them: 
selves in these lands, but they are not all items of 
encouragement. Some are quite the reverse. Yet: 
our home friends should know the worst, as well 
as the best, lest they receive too glowing an idea, 
and expect the final conquest easier and earlie 
than it can possibly come. i 

One of our difficulties comes from the frail 
character of our native co-labourers, After exer- 
cising all possible care—the very wisdom of the 
serpent—the serpent nevertheless appears in our 
most sacred precincts. A colporteur recently prac- 
tised an almost inexplicable act of deception. He 
was sent out to accompany a man who had been 
saved from starvation at a Mission station, and 
who now professed to wish to return to his native 
town, and to tell them what he had learned of 
Christianity. In due time the colporteur returned 
with a detailed report of how he and the man had 
been favourably received. Later on the missiona- 
ries themselves went to the village, but found no 
such man, and indeed found that the colporteur had’ 
never been there! On being confronted with the 
fact, the colporteur acknowledged the falsity of his 
reports, the man he went with having vanished the 
first night after they set out; but that he dreaded 
the disappointing effects on the native church from 
which he went out, had he told the truth! Now, 
shall we, in view of such occurrences, abandon 
native agency ? Shonld we not, on the contrary, 
only be stimulated to more prayerful care—more 
cautious vigour ? 

Again, one of the difficulties, well known in 
China, is the misappropriation of our Christian 
literature to ignoble and mercenary uses. This 
was notoriously common while missionaries gave 
the Scriptures indiscriminately away. Nor was 
the destruction of Christian literature always prac- 
tised with the most evil of intents. Rev. Mr. 
Whiting, of the Presbyterian Mission, Peking, 
tells of a native who had received a Christian 
book, and being unable to read it, said he had 
‘sent it to heaven.” Unable to make use of it by 
reading, rather than desecrate paper with the Chi- 
nese characters upon it, he had burned the book 
to ashes! Who can say that, from his point of 
view, he was entirely destitute of respect for the 
volume? And shall we, to avoid such a possibil- 
ity as this, be so guarded as to allow none of our 
books being burned, or of being used in the soles 
of Chinese shoes? Shall we not rather improve 
our methods of distribution (as has been done), 
and, by selling rather than giving our books, re- 
duce the chances of their being destroyed, and 
even then be neither surprised nor cast down if 
some, yea many, of our efforts miscarry ? 

But, not by any means are all our incidents ot 
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Bible work like the above. The Rev. Dr. Blodget 
tells of recently meeting a copy of a gospel in the 
hands of a priest on the hills west of Peking, 
which had been given him, years ago, by the now 
sainted Mrs. Bridgman, and which still bears the 
marks of her pencil. The volume had been care- 
fully preserved, if not diligently studied, and 
shows how some, at least, of our books escape 
neglect and destruction. 

Mr. James, of the ‘‘Inland Mission,” also tells 
of meeting a‘man in the distant province of Shansi, 
hundreds of miles in the interior, who, on seeing 
the missionary’s books, said he also had a book of 
the same kind, and produced a volume he had 
bought years before in Peking, and which had now 
its third cover—so diligently had it been read, and 
so carefully preserved. 

- Nor are our books always useless, even though 
the first possessors of them are unable to read. 
One of the principal outstations of the Presbyte- 
rian Mission at Cheefoo grew out of books taken 
by a man who could not read, but who passed 
them to a scholar of his village, who not only read, 
but studied, and finally believed. We will sow in 
all ways—‘‘ beside all waters”—‘‘ for thou know- 
est.not which shall prosper, either this or that, or 
whether they both shall be alike good.”

; GREECE. 
_ Dr. I. G. Bliss writes: 


On the evening of December 18th, just a week 
ago, I left Constantinople for Athens. The same 
evening a fearful hurricane swept over the Sea of 
Marmora, doing much damage at Constantinople 
and other places on its shores. At Gallipoli a large 
French steamer was injured and went down with 
reat loss of life. We also on our steamer were 
tbr a time in not a little danger ; but a kind Provi- 
dence watched over us and allowed no harm to 
come near us, and to Him will we give the praise 
of our preservation. 

' I had hoped to write you while in Athens, but 
my time was so fully taken up that I was not able 
to do so. During the last few years Athens has 
greatly improved in appearance. A large number 
of fine edifices and private dwellings have been 
erected. On every hand the signs of material 
prosperity abound. Educational interests are cared 
for in a most praiseworthy manner. The Univer- 
sity and all the schools are full. The ardor and 
enthusiasm of the people for the enlargement of 
their domain and for a more vigorous national life 
are all that could be desired. It is, however, a sad 
fact, that morally and religiously there has been 
little improvement. The great lack of Greece is a 
true religious conscience. The requirements of the 
ehurch are indeed observed with great care by all 
lasses ; but these observances do not prove nor 
indicate the presence of a living spiritual principle. 
“Lip allegiance,” not ‘‘heart allegiance,” is virtu- 
ally all that is required of the Greek. ‘‘ Believe in 
your heart what you please; be infidel; be Prot- 
estant ; be anything you wish in the secrets of your 
soul ; but break not with the church in name and 
external relations,” is the advice given by men of 
the highest position and influence in Greece. Even 
the priesthood fails to exercise a purifying, eleva- 
ting influence upon the national conscience. The 
Synod still maintains an attitude of hostility to our 
Bible work, not having annulled the prohibition of 
last year against the circulation of the Scriptures. 
This being the case, it is not strange that the lower 
ecclesiastics should be apathetic and even intoler- 
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ant and persecuting. It is a sad thing that the 
Synod cannot see that Christ’s gospel is the great 
purifying, reforming power which their nation so 
much needs, and allow this gospel to do its indi- 
vidual, social, and national work under favourable 
conditions. In company with Dr. Kalopothakes, 
I sought an interview with the president of the 
Synod, but failed to find him. We, however, saw 
the secretary of the Synod for a few moments, and 
inquired what was the result of the Synod’s exami- 
nation of the copies of the Scriptures in ancient 
and modern Greek, which were put into their hands 
more than a year ago, that the objectionable things 
alleged to be in them might be pointed out to us. 
His reply was that no examination had been made; 
that for such a purpose a committee would be 
necessary, and for their services they would need 
to be paid by the Bible societies. He added that 
he himself had looked at the books somewhat, and 
that there were some things in them tbat were 
blasphemous. As these books—the Bible and 
Testament in the vernacular—had received the ap- 
proval of our best Christian scholars, he was urged 
to point out these things at once; but he did not 
see fit to do so. 

At one o’clock in the afternoon of Monday, the 
20th, his majesty the king very kindly granted 
me an audience. He recalled our interview many 
years ago, when a beautiful English Bible was 
presented to him in behalf of our American Bible 
Society. His majesty made many inquiries in re- 
gard to our Bible work; seemed much interested 
in what had been done for the Russian soldiers, 
and expressed great surprise that there should be 
the least opposition on the part of any one in 
Greece to the free distribution of the Scriptures 
among his people. His majesty very kindly offered 
to speak to the president of the Synod upon the 
subject, and to use his influence to secure more free- 
dom for the word of God in his kingdom. The 
interview with his majesty was a most pleasant 
and satisfactory one, and 1 cannot but hope that 
good may be the result. The report of the Bible 
work in Greece for the year so near its close is in 
process of preparation, and will be forwarded to 
you in due time. 


Dr. Bliss adds, in a second letter : 


I ought perhaps to have reported more fully in 
my letter of yesterday my purpose in seeking an 
audience with the king of Greece. My object was 
twofold : First, to interest him in our work for the 
soldiers of the Greek army, and ask him to speak 
to the minister of war, that we might meet with 
no obstacle from him and his subordinates in our 
efforts to place the little Greek Gospels in the hands 
of the thousands of young men gathered from all 
parts of the kingdom in the various camps. Pre- 
vious attempts to do this had met with only par- 
tial success. Dr. Kalopothakes pointed out to me, 
while passing along one of the streets of Athens, a 
priest who had used his influence against the work, 
and had even gone so far as to persuade some of 
the soldiers to burn those portions that had been 
given them. The king took these little books and 
examined them, and when one dropped from my 
hand to the floor stooped down, before I could do 
80, picked it up and handed it to me. I mention 
this to indicate the informality and pleasantness of 
the interview. The king seemed ready to do all 
that he could to facilitate our labours in this regard. 
My second object was to secure his influence with 
the minister of education and ecclesiastical af- 
fairs, that the examination of the Bible and Testa- 
ment in the paraphrase or modern text might be 
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speedily attended to, and the restrictions upon the 
free distribution of the divine word in Greece be 
removed as soon as possible. The whole thing was 
like a bow drawn at a venture. I was told by Rev. 
Mr. Constantine that it would be impossible to ob- 
tain an audience. I said in reply, ‘It will do no 
harm to try.”

SPAIN, 
A BIBLE STAND IN THE ANNUAL FAIR OF SANTANDER, 
1878. 


This is the most important proviticial fair of the 

entire year, and is attended by'péople from all 
parts of the north of Spain. The city govern- 
ment puts itself to much pains and no small ex- 
pense to make it really valuable and attractive. 
The extensive grounds are brilliantly lighted every 
night and there are frequent displays of fireworks. 
Valuable premiums are offered on a large range of 
objects, among which are three premiums—the 
highest of which is thirty dollars—for three stands 
or kiosks of best design and construction. 
_ Two years ago I applied to the commission that 
grants the licenses and assigns the places, for per- 
mission to erect a Bible stand in this fair. The 
commission sent me to the mayor, the mayor turned 
me over to the governor, and the governor sent me 
back to the commission, and so on in interminable 
rounds for three weeks, when the commission 
blandly told me that the time was up, and that 
there was no more room on the fair grounds! Of 
course it was plain enough what the real reason 
was for the delay and the refusal; but there was 
no alternative but to pocket the insult and to ac- 
cept the decision. 

This year, at almost the last moment, the colpor- 
teur proposed that we repeat the application, but, 
this time, to place only a table on the grounds. I 
assented, as, at least, it could do no harm to make 
the request; but I did not have the slightest hope 
of its being granted. Just twenty-four hours re- 
mained. He made the request of the mayor, who 
at once replied that no one would be permitted this 
year to place any open tables in the fair, and that 
license would be granted only for the erection of 
stalls or of little houses. ‘‘ What do you want to 
sell?” he asked. The colporteur showed him a 
copy of the Bible—‘‘ This book, in differént forms 
and bindings.” The mayor looked it over for a 
moment: ‘‘ Well, as I have told you, I do not 
allow you nor anybody else tu place tables on the 
grounds, but you may put up a house (caseta) if you 
like.” ‘‘ But there is not time for that.” ‘‘ That is 
your lookout. It is not my fault if you have come 
too late with your application; but a house you 
may put up if you want to.” (He had no idea that 
in the few hours remaining, and those mostly of 
night-time, we would think of attempting to put 
up a house, hence his great liberality.) The col- 
-porteur hastened to me, and in a moment we had 
decided to accept the offer. Back the colporteur 
hastened to the gevernment house. The mayor 
was out, but the commission said: ‘‘ Certainly, 
permission to put up a house is allowed to any de- 
cent person; but, mind, we don’t allow the grounds 
to be cumbered by workmen nor by materials for 
construction of any kind a moment after noon of 
to-morrow.” ‘The printed permission was filled in, 
the locality assigned, and we went our way rejoic- 
ing in the providence that had so unexpectedly 
favoured us. 

“Tt was now two o’clock in the afternoon. We 
hired two intelligent carpenters, bought the boards 
and materials that were necessary, hired all the 
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rest, gathered together the articles, and, to the 
amazement of those who had already completed 
their stands and of the numerous frequenters of 
the beautiful grounds, commenced work at four 
o'clock in the afternoon. Our Roman Catholic car: 
penters caught the enthusiasm of the rest, and set 
themselves to the work as though their honour was 
at stake in finishing it within the allotted time. The 
happy company worked all night, and at ten o'clock 
the next morning the little house was done! The 
carpenters, outdoing themselves, had not only 
made a safe and commodious stand for the books, 
but, finishing the open front of about fifteen feet 
in columns and arches and with sundry adornments, 
produced a really beautiful and_ striking effect. 
By a singular providence, the location was the most 
conspicuous one in all of the fair—in the very front 
of the great half-circle around which centred the 
most brilliant illumination, and in which on all 
occasions the people gathered in largest numbers.» 
When at noon of the appointed day the com 
mission passed up the Alameda to inspect the 
grounds and stalls and to open the fair, what was 
their astonishment to find on our allotment the 
elegant kiosk that had sprung from the ground 
during the night! After looking at it a little while 
with ill-concealed disgust they turned away, mut- 
tering to themselves, but not without hearing some 
good-natured exclamations and laughter from the 
amused bystanders, who had been watching for 
their arrival. It was too late now for them to 
undo their blunder. Our beautiful stand, brilliant 
with light at night, the inside walls covered with 
biblical pictures, and the counter and shelves coy- 
ered with the volumes of varied size and form in 
which the Scriptures are offered to the Spanish 
people, attracted the attention of thousands. There 
it stood, day and night, an eloquent proof to the 
priests as well as people that thronged the fair from 
all the northern provinces, that Protestantism was 
not yet dead in Spain, and that the word of God 
has not yet been driven from its soil. i 
Many interesting scenes occurred during the fol- 
lowing five or six days of the fair: conversations 
with curious callers; interviews with priests, of 
whom there were those polite and those furious; 
talks with buyers ; excitement when a rough fel- 
low of the baser sort bought a Bible with halfia 
dollar given to him by a priest, who lingered at a 
distance down the Alameda, watching him, and who 
deliberately tore out the leaves and burned it in 
front of the stand ; and visits from the authorities, 
who, in spite of the closest watch all the week, 
found no cause to molest us nor pretext for closing 
our doors. The colporteurs and their volunteer 
aids from our church did not leave the stand day 
nor night for five days, during which time the wide 
front, with its display of Bibles, was not closed. 
The sales were small in themselves, but contrasted 
very favourably with the sales on like occasion 
generally, in Madrid and elsewhere. * 
It was the decision of every one that the Bible 
stand ought to take the highest prize—of thirty 
dollars. The dilemma of the authorities was dis- 
tressing ! Clerical ideas rule everywhere now, and 
our ‘‘city council” are little else than a ‘‘ chapter 
of the cathedral.” They had ground their teeth 
all the week, as they watched the concourse at our 
stand, and each city father charged upon his broth- 
er in office the blame of our troublesome presence 
on the fair-grounds. By some means they must 
avoid the disgrace of publicly acknowledging our 
success. For weeks previously to the opening of 
the fair, according to the custom of the commis- 
sion, the newspapers of the northern provinces 
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had been hired to give all possible publicity to the 
programme and to the prizes offered. No public 
Official action was taken in the matter, but before 
the close of the fair, messengers of the commission 
circulated the rumour through the grounds that for 
‘Jack of funds” no prize would be awarded to the 
owners of stands! It was a transparent falsehood, 
and deceived no one. It was to be expected, how- 
ever. How could they have given us a prize, not 
to say the highest prize! The humiliation would, 
indeed, have been too great. 

We cannot but recognize the hand of a very kind 
Providence in having, at just that time, placed us 
and our work so favourably before the public as 
we were during that week. For several months 
the church of Santander had been suffering much 
persecution, and the boast of our enemies had been 
Joud and bold that our work was on the point of 
being stopped and our chapel closed by the gov- 
ernment, and that in only a little while more San- 
tander would be rid of us and of our teachings. 
In the midst of these threats and boasts, lo and be- 
hold—what has never before been seen in the 
great annual fair of Santander—a Bible stand of 
all things! It was very providential, and has been 
of great benefit to the evangelical work in this city 
and province. Won. H.. Guuicx.

MEXICO, 
The following incident was related by one of the 
missionaries at Matamoros to the friend residing 
at Fort Browne, Texas: 


During the Mexican war, two young officers of 
our army took with them into Mexico a number of 
Spanish Bibles and Testaments, which they dis- 
tributed through the country. One of them fell 
into the hands of a poor Mexican woman, who 
read it with avidity, but it was taken from her. 
When these officers came again to Mexico, she 
sought them out and got another Testament from 
them, which she kept hid in a hollow tree and read 
secretly. Finally her husband and her mother 
died, and she was left alone with her children. 
She then brought out her Bible from its place of 
concealment. The word was a lamp unto her 
feet ; and when the first missionary came to Mata- 
moros, this woman came to him and applied for 
admission into the Protestant church. She was 
examined through an interpreter and was received 
on profession of her faith. When the present mis- 
sionary of the Presbyterian Church came to Mata- 
moros, he inquired for some one who could assist 
him in acquiring the Spanish language, and was 
directed to a son of this woman, The missionary 
studied the Spanish Testament daily with him, 
explaining it to his young teacher as far as his 
knowledge of the language admitted. By the time 
he had acquired the language, the young Mexican 
was anxious to profess his faith in Christ, and has 
dedicated himself to the ministry, for which he is 
now preparing. He collected the first audience 
for the missionary when he was ready to preach ; 
‘and the good missionary told me that he would 
have been at a loss what to do if it had not been 
‘for the son of this woman who was brought to the 
knowledge of the true faith through the instru- 
mentality of a Bible presented by that young offi- 
cer. Should not this encourage us in our work in 
and through the army,-and make us resolve ‘‘to 
sow beside all waters?”

EXTRACTS FROM MONTHLY REPORTS OF DISTRICT 
SUPERINTENDENTS. 


CALIFORNIA AND NEVADA. 


On the last Sabbath of the month I was at Sali- 
nas City, the county-seat of Monterey County and 
centre of the Bible society. In the evening the 
fourth anniversary of this auxiliary was held in 
the Meth. Ep. Church, and although the night was 
stormy the attendance was good. All the churches 
but one were represented. The exercises were par- 
ticipated in by Rey. Mr. Jackson of the Meth. Ep. 
Church, Rev. Mr. Blerin of the Baptist Church, 
and Rey. Mr. Wilson of the Presbyterian Church. 
The Rev. Geo. McCormick of the U. P. Church pre- 
sided, and made some appropriate remarks, and 
introduced your Superintendent to the audience. 
The Rev. Dr. Wythe of the Meth. Ep. Church, and 
Presiding Elder of the San Francisco district, gave 
a most excellent address on the ‘‘ Claims of the Bible 
on Individuals, Families, and Communities.” 

In regard to the “ volunteer” work on my field, 
I can speak in the most encouraging terms. 


GEORGIA AND FLORIDA. 


Colporteur Medlock, labouring in Emanuel Coun- 

, Ga., writes as follows : ‘‘ I thank my Heavenly 
Father that he ever put it in the hearts of men 
to establish the American Bible Society. It seems 
strange to me to find so many in this part of the 
country destitute of the word of God. One bleak 
day, in riding through the pine forests, my bug- 
gy was surrounded by a party of woodsmen, who 
quickly purchased all the cheap Bibles I had, and 
begged me to return when I get more, so that oth- 
ers might be supplied.” 


ILLINOIS AND WESTERN INDIANA, 


The auxiliaries reporting this month are four, 
viz.: Jefferson, St. Clair, and Will Counties, and 
Mt. Erie Bible Society, Ill. 

St. Clair County Bible Society is making a very 
thorough canvass of its field, having Had a faith- 
ful agent at work for several months past with 
very good results. Several of the large towns and 
cities of the county have already been canvassed, 
among which are Belleville and St. Louis. The 
destitution is large, and much of it is supplied, 
including many Catholic families, and they pro- 
pose to continue the work as far as it is necessary. 
The auxiliary is well officered and thoroughly alive 
to the work. 

Will County makes an excellent showing for the 
year. They held a very spirited and largely at- 
tended anniversary January 19th, in which nearly 
all the Protestant pastors and churches united. 

Putnam County Bible Society held their semi- 
centennial celebration as proposed, and it was a 
very interesting and memorable occasion. 

Hancock County Bible Society has just held a 
spirited two-day’s convention, preparatory to the 
closing up of the work of the year. The results 
were cheering, 

IOWA. 


I spent the first Sunday of January in Des 
Moines, the capital of the State. An agent is now 
employed, by the county society centering there 
to canvass the entire county except Des Moines, 
which was thoroughly visited and supplied two 
years ago. The second Sabbath of the month I 
was at Mechanicsville, in Cedar County. We had 
a promising day there and hope for good results. 
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The third Sabbath was spent at Fort Madison, Lee 
County. This is a beautiful town on the western 
bank of the Mississippi, and we enjoyed a pleasant 
visit among the people. On the fourth Sunday I 
was at Mount Pleasant, in Henry County. Here 
we had a large and stirring meeting in the city 
hall. At the business meeting, held next day, they 
voted to commence at once the canvass of their 
town and county upon the volunteer plan, and 
appointed an efficient committee to arrange and 
carry on the work. They also voted to raise, if 
possible, $200 immediately, by Bible collections, to 
purchase books for their depository and the mis- 
sionary work in the county. 


KANSAS. 


More ministers are being added to the list of our 
helpers, and both they and the laymen of the State 
are showing a higher appreciation of the American 
Bible Society and its work than ever before. Very 
many of our auxiliaries are considering the subject 
of canvassing their fields in the spring. The con- 
dition of the roads and the temperature of the 
weather has deterred canyassers, where they were 
already at work, and others, from beginning labour; 
but with these obstacles removed we hope to see 
work resumed next month. 


KENTUCKY AND TENNESSEE, 


I spent the first Sunday of the month in New- 
port, Ky., with the Meth. Ep. Church, South. The 
day was severely cold and the congregation small— 
as were the collections. 

On the 9th I held a union Bible meeting among 
the coloured people of this city (Covington, Ky.), 
for the purpose of inducing them to read and study 
the Scriptures. 

The third Sunday I spent at Lebanon, Ky., at 
the anniversary of the county society, preaching 
twice in the Meth. Ep. Church, South, and address- 
ing the annual meeting in the Baptist Church in 
the evening. The public collection at that time 
and by personal application amounted to $48 46. 

Everywhere I go I meet the old stereotyped 
cry—‘‘ Hard times and scarcity of money.” It has 
become chronic, and talked of until a great many 
people really believe it is so. 


MISSOURI. 

It was a fact of special interest in the recent 
anniversary of the Cole County Bible Society, that 
its debt to the Parent Society would soon be paid 
in full, and it would own its stock of Bibles. 
Other auxiliaries express the same purpose. : 

Nine of our colporteurs report for the past month 
as follows: 153 days of service; 1,479 miles; 1,917 
families, 473 found without a Bible, 863 supplied, 
and 404 individuals, and 1,265 copies of Scripture 
distributed. Colporteur Hostetler is to canvass 
Newton County, but has worked twelve days in 
Joplin, a city of 10,000 people. He there visited 
571 families, found 144 without a Bible and sup- 
plied them. Colporteur Alexander finds Bollinger 
County more destitute of Bibles than Cape Girar- 
deau County, and less able to buy them. Colport- 
eur Doane speaks of much religious interest in his 
field, and thinks Bible distribution has deepened it. 


NEBRASKA AND COLORADO. 

Twelve days of January, 1879, were spent in the 
southeastern counties of Nebraska. Sales were 
better than the average for the past five years, and 
the contributions were larger. The improvement 
is due to better crops and the reduction in prices 
of books, Having tried, in three counties of, 
Nebraska, supply by hired agency and found at, 
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altogether too expensive, we have fallen back to 
the volunteer agency system. Generally our terri- 
tory is sparsely settled, making supply by either 
method a difficult undertaking, ‘Then, too, all 
who are of any account are occupied with business 
or domestic cares, so that I find no small trouble 
in securing a thorough yisitation. Pastors have 
opportunities beyond any other class to do this: 
work, and I secure their co-operation when I can. 
I rejoice to be able to say, however, that we have 
but little destitution, generally, on my field. Most 
of our depositaries are efficient in selling books, 
and the rule of donating forty cent Bibles to con- 
tributors of one dollar, has led to the giving of 
many Bibles to the needy. 

The population of Nebraska, Colorado, and Da- 
kota is growing rapidly. Immigrants are coming 
in great numbers from the Eastern States and 
from Europe, which fact adds to the importance 
of my field, and I am aiming steadily to meet the 
growing demand. 


NORTH AND SOUTH CAROLINA. 


The anniversary meeting of the Wake County 
Bible Society was held in the First Presbyterian 
Church of Raleigh, on Sabbath evening, Jan. 19th, 
1879. The building was crowded to its utmost 
capacity, and the Jarge and appreciative audience 
listened with close attention to the addresses of 
Rev. Dr. McLean, Secretary of American Bible So- 
ciety, and Hon. 8S. B. Vance, governor of the State. 
As the legislature was in session, a large number 
of distinguished visitors from different parts of fhe 
State were present, as were most of the city pastors. 
The good seed sown was scattered over a wide 
area, and by the divine blessing will produce last- 
ing benefits. 

The condition of the coloured people presents a 
very embarrassing question, constantly recurring. 
There is much destitution among them, few have 
visible property, and their ability to buy Bibles has 
to be decided in part by their ability to labour and 
the opportunities for hiring. The coloured people, 
and often those who hire them and lease land to 
them, are too willing to regard the American Bible 
Society as under special obligation to them; and 
if the coloured man is out of money when the col- 
porteur passes, both he and his employer or land- 
lord are willing to throw him on the benevolence 
of the American Bible Society, when by an effort 
they could raise the small price of a Bible. Both 
myself and colporteurs have to act with much care 
and are continually confronted with grave respon- 
sibilities. 

TEXAS, 

I was present at four anniversary meetings of 
auxiliaries during the past month. Hach was well 
attended and PPE ARLE, 

The Industry Bible Society in Austin County is 
one of our German auxiliaries and an excellent one. 
It paid the American Bible Society on book account 
$73, on donation account $50, and has $220 in 
books on hand. A ride of forty miles on horse- 
back, through mud knee-deep, was necessary to 
reach this auxiliary. There was pleasure, how- 
ever, in meeting with a people so heartily in sym- 
pathy with the Bible work, 

The Falls County Bible Society is a good auxil- 
jary. It is-out of debt and has canvassed half its 
field with aid from the American Bible Society. 
Families visited, 1,032; found destitute, 292; sup- 
plied, 164, and eighty-one individuals. 

The colportage work has been prosecuted under 
difficulties this past month. From Dec. 25th to 
Jan. 25th, the weather was unusually cold. Rain, 
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mud, and fog succeeded the cold. About the 
average number of families were visited and miles 
travelled by colporteurs, but their sales and con- 
tributions fell short. Mr. Haislip writes, “ We 
have laboured and suffered as few men do.” Mr. 
Scott says, “Two weeks of snow and bitter cold, 
and one of rain and mud, have made it almost 
impossible to do anything.” Four of the colpor- 
teurs laboured in new and sparsely settled counties 
that are destitute and poor. 

This month three more counties, Hays, Jefferson, 
and Van Zandt, are reported as thoroughly can- 
vassed and supplied with the Holy Scriptures. 
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GENTRAL BIBLE SOCIETY, OF ARKANSAS. 


The thirty-sixth anniversary of this auxiliary 
occurred Feb. 3d, 1879, in the Presbyterian Church, 
Little Rock. After an address by Elder J. C. Stark, 
the annual report of the executive committee was 
read, from which we extract the following: ‘‘ The 
committee has confined its labours to the imme- 
diate vicinity of our own city. In April last they 
divided the city into a number of districts and 
assigned these districts to the various churches, 
whose members, without compensation, made a 
‘thorough canvass of the. city, and in every family 
in which no copy of the Scriptures was found 
efforts were made to induce the household to sup- 
ply itself by purchase or to accept a donation of 
a copy of the Bible. Two hundred families and 
persons were found destitute, in the supply of 
‘which one hundred and fifty-seven volumes were 
given away. This noble work was performed 
mostly by the Christian women of our city. In 
‘addition to the donations made during said can- 
vass, there were given to the Walden Seminary fif- 
‘teen Bibles, and to the coloured Sunday schools 
‘and to the penitentiary one hundred and fifteen 
volumes.” 

The secretary’s report says: ‘‘We have sold 
books during the year to the value of $183 71; we 
have diminished the indebtedness to the American 
‘Bible Society by $47 60; we have received by do- 
nations $68 75 ; and we have donated three hun- 
dred and seven volumes to the destitute.” 

The Rev. Dr. Buchanan made an earnest appeal 
to the audience for help for the Bible cause, review- 
ing briefly the history of the work in the State, 
showing that the American Bible Society had 
‘already donated to the State over $20,000 worth of 
Scriptures. The aggregate amount contributed 
“and subscribed in response to his appeal was $145.

PUTNAM COUNTY BIBLE SOO0IETY, ILL. 
This auxiliary celebrated its fiftieth anniversary 
in the Union Grove Presbyterian Church, January 
12th, 1879. We quote from the printed report 
Sent us : 


* It was, indeed, a jubilee occasion. Fifty years 
ago that very day a few devoted, Bible-loving 
‘pioneers met in some cabin near that spot and 
organized the first Bible society formed in the 
‘State north of Peoria. This society embraced for 
a time a large portion of the northern half of Illi- 
nois, and was the pioneer of that great sisterhood 
of Bible societies that now adorn every county of 
that entire region. There was a vast outpouring 
‘of the people, old and young, to participate in the 
exercises of the occasion. The old Grove Church, 
a spacious and time-honoured edifice, has seldom 
‘witnessed a more joyous and enthusiastic gather- 
ing. The exercises were of a varied and interest- 
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ing character, participated in by most of the cler- 
gymen of the county and several laymen, and were 
well sustained throughout. The people came to 
stay, bringing their dinners with them, and after 
some five hours spent in varied service of sermon 
and song, essay and history, they seemed in no 
hurry to separate, but with one voice testified that 
it was good to be there. ; F 

The record of the society, as detailed in the 
admirable historical sketch presented by the secre- 
tary, is aworthy one. More than $7,000 have been 
forwarded to the Parent Society from this auxiliary, 
over $2,000 on donation account. This is in ad- 
dition to what they have done in canvassing and 
supplying their own field. : 

None of the founders of the society are now 
living. They have gone, but their work remains.

SOUTHWESTERN BIBLE SOCIETY, LA. 


The twenty-ninth annual meeting of the South- 
western Bible Society was held in Dr. Palmer's 
Church, Lafayette Square, New Orleans, February 
23d, 1879. It was stated in the annual report that 
‘‘TIn the beginning of the year 1878 the society was- 
reaching out through its colporteurs towards every 
quarter of its territory, and the promise of a speedy 
canvass of its entire field was very encouraging ; 
but the epidemic and the quarantine for a season 
stopped the prosecution of the work. The Parent 
Society of New York has made liberal donations 
of bodks, and with these the colporteurs have sup- 
plied five parishes outside the city and three in 
Mississippi. Agents are still at work in fourteen 
parishes and in the counties of Hancock, Perry, 
Green, Jones, Marion, Amite, and Yazoo. The 
society has placed 9,475 Bibles and Testaments in 
as many homes. During the year the depository 
has furnished Bibles to 545 families, 182 individu- 
als, twenty-four Sunday schools, eighteen churches, 
fifteen steamboats, and five hotels.” 

The Rev. Dr. Thompson delivered an earnest 
and eloquent address on the immortality and power 
of the Scriptures. 


HENNEPIN COUNTY BIBLE SOCIETY, MINN. 


The anniversary of this auxiliary was held in 
Minneapolis, Feb. 16th, 1879, at the First Baptist 
Church and the Seventh Street Methodist Church, 
both of which were filled with attentive audiences, 
who found the services very interesting. 

At the Baptist Church the Rev. R. F. Sample 
opened the exercises with Scripture reading, and 
Rev. E. D. Neill made the prayer. Mr. J. A. 
Wolverton, treasurer of the society, presented a 
detailed statement of the work done during the 
year and explained the objects of the auxiliary’s 
organization, Rev. R. F. Sample proceeded to 
speak on the cheapness of the Bibles and the ease 
with which their distribution may be facilitated. 
‘The Rev. Mr. Neill was the next speaker, and 
characterized the Bible as a phonograph prepared 
by the Spirit of God in years long gone by, and 
which now speaks to us in the words of Moses, 
David, Jeremiah, and of Him who represents the 
brightness of God’s glory—Jesus Christ. 

he meeting closed with a spirited but brief 
address by the District Superintendent of the 
American Bible Society, and with a generous 
contribution by the audience. 

The Seventh Street Methodist Church was also 
filled to overflowing. As instancing how much 
an auxiliary Bible society is needed, Judge Van- 
derburg, in presenting the annual report, stated 
that during the recent canvass of. a- portion of 
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South Minneapolis, 200 families out of 1,900 vis- 
ited were found destitute of the Bible. Rev. Mr. 
Williams, of the Second Congregational Church, 
followed the above speaker in a very earnest and 
Stirring address upon the topic of the Bible. Clos- 
Ing remarks were made by Rev. Dr. Stewart, the 
collection was liberal, and the anniversary was 
voted an entire success.

HURON COUNTY BIBLE SOCIETY, OHIO,

; THE BIBLE, 

~The Bible is the book of life, written for the 
instruction and edification of all ages and nations. 
No man who has felt its divine beauty and power, 
would exchange this volume for all the literature 
of the world. Eternity alone can unfold the 
extent of its influence for good. The Bible, like 
‘the person and work of our Saviour, is theanthrop- 
‘ie in its character and aim. The eternal personal 
word of God ‘‘was made flesh,” and the whole 
fulness of the Godhead and of sinless manhood 
were united in person for ever. So the spoken 
word of God may be said to have become flesh in 
the Bible. It is therefore all divine, and yet all 
human, from beginning to end. Through the 
veil of the letter we behold the glory of the eternal 
truth of God. The divine and human in the Bible 
sustain a similar relation to each other, as in the 
person of Christ; they are unmixed, yet insepa- 
ably united, and constitute but one life, which 
kindles life in the heart of the believer. 

. Viewed merely as a human or literary produc- 
tion, the Bible is a marvellous book, and without 
‘a rival. All the libraries of ‘theology, philosophy, 
history, antiquities, poetry, law, and policy, would 
not furnish material enough for so rich a treasure 
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of the choicest gems of human genius, wisdom, 
and experience. It embraces works of about 
forty authors, representing the extremes of society, 
from the throne of the king to the boat of the 
fisherman ; it was written during a long period of 
sixteen centuries, on the banks of the Nile, in the 
desert of Arabia, in the land of promise, in Asia 
Minor, in classical Greece, and in imperial Rome ; 
if commences with the creation, and ends with 
the final glorification, after describing all the 
intervening stages in the revelation of God 
and the spiritual development of man; it uses all 
forms of literary composition; it rises to the 
highest heights, and descends to the lowest depths 
of humanity ; it measures all states and conditions 
of life ; it is acquainted with every grief and every 
woe; it touches every chord of sympathy ; it 
contains the spiritual biography of every human 
heart ; it is suited to every class of society, and 
can be read with the same interest and profit by 
the king and the beggar, by the philosopher and 
the child; it is as universal as the race, and 
reaches beyond the limits of time into the 
boundless regions of eternity. Even this match- 
less combination of human excellences points to 
its divine character and.origin, as the absolute per- 
fection of Christ’s humanity is an evidence of his 
divinity. 

The Bible is first and last a book of religion. It 
presents the only true, universal, and absolute 
religion of God, both in its preparatory process of 
growth under the dispensation of the law and the 
promise, and in its completion under the dispen- 
sation of the gospel—a religion which is intended 
ultimately to absorb all the other religions of the 
world. Itspeaks to us as immortal beings on the 
highest, noblest, and most important themes which 
can challenge our attention, and with an authority 
that is absolutely irresistible and overwhelming. 
It can instruct, edify, warn, terrify, appease, cheer 
and encourage, as no other book. It seizes man 
in the hidden depths of his intelleetual and moral 
constitution, and goes to the quick of the soul, to 
that mysterious point where it is connected with 
the unseen world and with the great Father of 
spirits. It acts like an all-penetrating and all- 
transforming leaven upon every faculty of the 
mind, and every emotion of the heart. It enrich- 
es the memory ; it elevates the reason; it enlivens 
the imagination ; it directs the judgment; it moves 
the aflections; it-controls the passions ; it quickens 
the conscience ; it strengthens the will; it kindles 
the sacred flame of faith, hope, and charity ; it 
purifies, ennobles, sanctifies the whole man, and 
brings him into living union with God. It can 
not only enlighten, reform, and improve, but re- 
generate and create anew, and produce effects 
which lie far beyond the power of human genius, 
It has light for the blind, strength for the weak, 
food for the hungry, drink for the thirsty ; it has a 
counsel in precept or example for every relation in 
life, a comfort for every sorrow, a balm for every 
wound. 

Of all the books in the world, the Bible is the 
only one of which we never. tire, but which we 
admire and love more and more in proportion as 
we use it. Like the diamond, it casts its lustre in 
every direction; like a torch, the more it is shaken 
the more it shines; like ahealing herb, the harder it 
is pressed, the sweeter is its fragrance.—Dr. Schaff.

CONVERSION OF A ROMANIST, 
A colporteur in the employment of the Evangel- 
ical Society of Geneva, who had been educated in 
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the Roman Catholic faith, gives this. account of 
his conversion : 

The French translation of the Bible, by Martin, 
accidentally fell into my hands ; out of curiosity L 
began to read it, having always heard the book 
spoken of as being unintelligible. Soon, however, 
I discovered that I had been deceived. I found 
that the doctrines it inculcated were altogether 
opposed to those taught in the Romish Church ; 
that the more J read, the more light seemed to 
break in upon my mind, and that there arose in 
my heart certain emotions which it is impossible 
to describe. 

I was informed of a Protestant pastor at B——. 
To him I addressed a letter, and shortly afterwards 
I received the visit of a colporteur who gave me a 
New Testament translated into Italian by Diodati, 
as well as some works of a controversial character 
by De Sanctis, which proved to me that the Roman 
Catholic religion was not the true one instituted by 
our Lord and Saviour, Jesus Christ. In May, 1874, 
I went to B——, and had the delight of attending 
divine service for the first time, on Whitsunday. 
On leaving that little place of worship, I was so 
affected, that I felt I was altogether a ditferent man 
from what I was when | entered it. Too much 
time would be occupied in relating all the attacks 
I had to encounter and all the sutfering I had to 
undergo here, as soon as it was known that I had 
renounced the errors of Rome. 

I am instructing my tamily in the principles of 
our holy religion ; I expound to them the word of 
God, and every Sabbath we have worship in the 
family. We no longer believe in the Catholic faith, 
and though my wife has not entirely discarded its 
errors, even she attends our family prayer and 
ceases to frequent the church. The journals I 
receive, such as La Chambre Haute, L? Amt Chrétien 
des Fumitles, Le Témoin, and La Civiita Hvangelica, 
and a variety of little tracts, but above all, medita- 
tion on the word of God, have done me much good, 
and have helped to supply the place of the relatives 
and friends by whom | have been abandoned.

. THE BIBLE-READING ENGINEER, 

The “Gold Leaf Express” was waiting the usual 

half-hour at P » in order to connect with the 
northern mail. 

While my party were regaling themselves on muddy 

coffee im the little restaurant near by, I gladly availed 

myselfof the opportunity to indulge in w brisk walk 
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up and down the long depot platform after my wearr 
some ride from Cleveland. , : 

While enjoying the grateful exercise. I could not 
help noticing the huge, shapely built locomotive as it 
stood with its bright cylinder, dome, whistle, and the 
polished letters “ Jupiter” on its jacket, glistening in. 
the sun on that pleasant November day. | 

The engineer, a stoutly built gray-haired man, was 
“ oiling” and making everything ready for the onward 
trip with the absorbed air of one who feels that he is 
entirely by himself, a demeanor which is usually notice- 
able in an engineer who feels the responsibility of his 
position. i 

The kindly expression of his face as he glanced up 
to me when I paused a moment, admiring the shining 
brass of the cylinders which were polished to the last 
degree of brilliancy, encouraged me to accost him with 
the commonplace remark— é 

“You have run a locomotive a good many years, sir, 
I presume.” 

‘“Long enough to have learned the trade pretty 
thoroughly,” he replied, rather curtly. But I was not 
to be easily rebuffed, for I meant to assure him that 
mine was not a mere passing curiosity, and I went on, 
“You have a splendid machine, and it is heautifully 
taken care of, as such an engine deserves to be. It is 
a Rogers, I see, with an improved Bissell truck. Do 
you like it ?” 

“Tt’s the best six-wheeler that was ever run,” 
replied the engineer, his face now kindling with sur- 
prised pleasure; ‘and as for the trucks, nothing 
could be better, it seems to me. But I don’t often 
see a lady who knows a Rogers from a Danforth, or 
Hickley, or any other builder, for that matter.” 

After a few explanations, which elicited the fact that 
he had been personally acquainted with my brother, 
he grew quite communicative. 

“‘T have run on this road twenty-five years,” said 
he ; “ first as a fireman, then they set me up to drivea 
switch engine. I went from that to a gravel train, 
from that to freight, and now I have the best machine 
and the best ‘run’ on the road. The ‘Gold Leaf 
Express’ they call it along the line ; the sleeping cars, 
the Pullman palace cars, the tender and my cab, are 
all so elaborately painted and gilded.” 

““T was noticing how they all were glistening in this 
bright sunlight,” I said. ‘I suppose, from the fact of 
your many promotions on the road, you have met with 
uninterrupted good luck, based, of course, on your 
conscientious carefulness.” 

“T have never met with an accident that was attend- 
ed with serious results, thank God,” he replied, not 
in the brawling tone of an oath, but reverently, ** and 
I think that one reason of it comes from the fact that 
T always carry my Bible in the cab. Do you see it 
up there ?” and he pointed up to the prettily uphols- 
tered cab, where, just in front of the engineer’s seat, 
between the steam gauge and the lookout window, on 
a bracket-like device, a small Bible was held open 
where the eyes of this Christian engineer could fall 
upon its pages at any moment. 

“T have read the good book from back to back sey- 
eral times at home,” continued he, ‘and by having 
it placed here in this manner before me I have. been 
able to commit many passages to memory. Sometimes 
it has been a wonderful comfort to me; one time in 
particular, the strength as well as comfort I derived 
from one glance at a passage on the open page was 
astonishing. ” 

“How was that ?” I asked, greatly interested. 

“Well, madam, it is something I seldom speak of,” 
he said, handing up his oil-ean to the fireman, and 
Wiping his hands on a bunch of cotton waste, “ but 
I don’t mind telling you now—yes, there is time, ” 
glancing at the pretty clock in the cab. 

**You see I was running on the lower end.of the 
road at the time, and my train was an ‘express pas- 
senger’ which came out of the city before nightfall, 
usually with a dozen or so heavily loaded coaches. 
Perhaps you remember, if you have been over the 
road so much, where the track erosses the —— river, 
which, you know, is the inlet to the harbour, Being 
a port of considerable importance, of course provision 
has to be made for the shipping to pass above. 

There was & man stationed at this post to signal 
to the approaching trains whether the bridge was open 
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ornot. Yes, it was a dangerous place (the means to 
avert danger there are hetter now), but after I had 
run over the bridge twice a day for eighteen months 
or more, and had always found everything all right, I 
came to look upon that point the same as I did upon 
any other piece of the road. 

_* My express was a fast train always, and on the 
night of which I am speaking I was a little behind 
time, and so running even somewhat faster than usual 
in order to make up. As I approached the bridge I 
looked for the signal, as it was second nature for 
me to do. The flagman gave the customary all-right 
signal, standing, as usual, on a rock at the point of a 
eurve of the track leading around to the river. 

“Thad no more time than barely to notice that the 
man was 2 new hand, in place of ' Lame Jim,’ whom 
T had, without a single exception, always found at that 
post, before we came in full view of the bridge. To 
my horror it was wide open, and a gulf of nearly fifty 
feet in depth was yawning before me and my ponder- 
ous train. 

**T glanced up to my open Bible and my eyes fell on 
the words, ‘I will never leave thee, nor forsake thee.’ 
The benumbing sense of utter helplessness that for 
the instant had pervaded both soul and body as it 
were, all vanished now, and I became as calm as you 
see me at this moment. 

“*You know, madam, that the duties of a locomotive 
engineer are such that oftentimes he has to decide 
(it may be only on a mere movement of his hand, or 
the kind of a look he gives his fireman)—in such a 
terrible exigency especially—in the shortest conceiy- 
able space of time. In this instance I had no time to 


consider, and if I had, I suppose I should have done’ 


exactly as I did : whistle for brakes (it was before air 
brakes came into use), and reverse my engine. 

‘*The fireman did not need to be told to do his best 
upon the tender-brakes, as he rapidly tightened them 
up with the whole swinging force of his large body. 
It was a clean, dry track, everything in good condi- 
tion, and I think never a train, with like facilities, was 
brought to a stand-still on shorter notice. For that 
first, almost bewildering instant to me, the belief in 
the impossibility of escaping that imminent, fearful 
plunge, so possessed me with a cold feeling like the 
coils of a snake down my back, that it was with an 
almost superhuman effort that I mustered muscular 
force to raise my hand to the whistle-valve chord, 
reach the regulator, or grasp the reversing handle. 

** But we came to a dead halt just as the point of the 
eow-catcher overlapped this frightful chasm! Had 
the impelling force of that long passenger train carried 
us a few feet further on, there would have been the 
worst railroad catastrophe that ever happened in 
America, and my name would surely have swelled 
the list of the drowned and mangled ones that would 
have appeared in the newspapers. é 
-»**As it was, the escape never got into the papers at 
all. ‘The bridge was swung into place so quickly, and 
we were under way againjso soon after the customary 
stop at the draw, that I suppose very few of the pas- 
sengers ever knew of the threatened peril. We were 
miles away before the reaction came to me as I sat 
trembling on my seat with, the full, apprehending 
sense of our escape tiding through my brain. 

“The flagman? Oh yes, he was drunk. You see 

‘there had been a new superintendent chosen, and he 
had commenced business by turning off some of the 
old employes and putting in new ones. Poor, faith- 
ful ‘Lame Jim’ had been discharged and this fellow 
installed in his place. He was celebrating his appoint- 
ment to this responsible post over a jug of rum, 
which was found afterwards in the little signal house 
near by. 

‘Jim was reinstated next day, but the company 
was. so chagrined over the unwarrantable action on 
the part of the superintendent, that the matter was 
kept as close as possible. I went to the office the next 
morning and resigned my position ; I couldn’t bear to 
run over that end of the road again. They would not 
let me off the road ; but gave me this train on this end 
of the route—the ‘Gold Leaf Express.’ 

‘No, I don’t suppose I have quite got over the 
shock to my nerves, for frequently, when I go to bed 
more tired than usual I wake with a start from a sort 
of far-off dream of that eventful night-fall trip, the 


uncertain light, the still shimmering water, and the 
white scared face of my fireman. My hair was as 
black as coals then ; in three months it became as gray 
as you see it now. 

**Yes’m, that’s the northern mail coming—oh, youre 
welcome, although it’s a story I’m not fond of tell- 
ing—good-bye.”

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY. 


The stated meeting of the Board of Managers 
was held at the Bible House, Astor Place, on 
Thursday, March 6th, at halfpast three, P. M., 
Wm. H. Allen, Esq., LL.D., President, in the 
chair. , ' 

The Rev. Albert S. Hunt, D.D., read the nine- 
tieth Psalm and opened the meeting with prayer. 

The committee appointed at the last meeting of 
the Board presented a minute to the memory of 
the Hon. James B. M‘Kean, which was adopted 
and placed upon the records. : 

The death of the Hon. A. B. Hasbrouck, who had 
been for more than a quarter of a century a Vice- 
President of the Society, was announced, and 
Messrs. W. H. Crosby and Frederick H. Wolcott 
were appointed a committee to prepare a minute 
commemorative of his character and services. 
Before the adjournment of the Board they pre- 
sented a minute, which was adopted and placed 
upon the records. 

One of the Secretaries made a statement of the 
progress of the Society’s work in the South and 
Southwest, as noted during his recent visit to that 
section. Respecting the colportage work in Texas, 
particularly, he reported that during the last 
eighteen months, the aggregate number of days 
of service rendered by the colporteurs in that State 
was 4,250; miles travelled, 44,704; families visit- 
ed, 44,359 ; families found without the Scriptures, 
8,643: of these, 6,677 were supplied, and 28,000 
volumes of Scriptures distributed. 

Grants of books were made, amounting to 62,000 
volumes, including 25,000 for the New York Bible 
Society, 243 for work in foreign lands, ten vol- 
umes in raised letters for the blind, 16,000 for 
sale and distribution by the Society’s agents and 
colporteurs in the Southwest, and to various 
societies and individuals in other parts of the 
country. 

The receipts for the month of February were 
$39,035 17, being an increase of $1,504 91 over 
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the corresponding month of the previous year. 
Copies of Scriptures issued, 54,235, being an in- 
crease of nearly 10,000 over the month of Feb- 
ruary, 1878.

HON. JAMES B. M‘ KEAN. 


MEMORIAL ADOPTED BY THE BOARD OF MANAGERS, 
MARCH 6th. 


. The Hon. James B. M‘Kean, one of the Vice- 
Presidents of the American Bible Society, died at 
his residence in Salt Lake City, Utah, on the 5th 
of January, 1879. He was the son of the Rev. 
Andrew M‘Kean, of the Troy Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, and was born in Ben- 
nington, Vt., Aug. 5th, 1821. Atthe age of twenty- 
five he became a student of law, and was admitted 
to practice in Saratoga County, N. Y. Here, in 
1856, he was elected County Judge. In 1858 he 
was elected to Congress, and re-elected in 1860. In 
' 1861 he raised and led a regiment to the front, in 
the war for the Union. After nearly two years of 
honourable service in the army, he was prostrated 
by disease, and compelled to retire. In the year 
1869 he opened a law-office in the city of New 
York. In the following year, however, at the 
earnest solicitation of President Grant he yielded 
his own preferences and accepted the office of Chief 
Justice of the United States Court for the Terri- 
tory of Utah; a position which he filled for a pe- 
riod of about five years. In discharging the high 
functions of this office he was prudent, firm, hon- 
est, and impartial. His course was controlled by 
the conviction “that the Bible is the fundamental 
and ‘higher law’ of this Republic,” a sentiment 
which he sustained in an impressive address de- 
livered at the Anniversary of the American Bible 
Society which immediately preceded his removal 
to Utah. 
insuperable he pressed forward, displaying at times 
a measure of moral heroism which cannot fail to 
kindle inspiration in the hearts of all lovers of the 
right, during the pending conflict with the sordid 
barbarism of that Territory. 

Ata memorial meeting of the United States Bar 
of Salt Lake City, held on the day succeeding his 
death, resolutions were unanimously adopted ex- 
pressing the highest regard for him as an advocate 
and as a judge. They pronounced him ‘a brave 
soldier, an accomplished lawyer, a brilliant orator, 
a thorough gentleman, an exalted patriot, and an 
exemplary Christian.” 

He was an eflicient member of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, but with sympathies most cath- 
olic, he counted all lovers of Christ as his kins- 
men. Having led a consistent religious life from 
early youth, he passed away in the ripeness of his 
Christian manhood to join the goodly company on 
high. 

It is worthy of mention that only a few days 
after his decease, his wife, crushed under the weight 
of grief, followed him to the spirit world. 

This Society has been honoured in having the 
name of such a man enrolled upon its list of offi- 
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In the midst of difficulties well nigh | 
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cers, and the Board of Managers, lamenting his 
removal, place upon their records this tribute of 


respect to his memory.

The officers of Auxiliary Societies are requested to” 
forward their annual reports to the Parent Society 
promptly. Blank forms will be furnished for this pur- 
pose on application. 

Whenever a new society is organized, notice of the 
event should be given immediately to the Parent Society, 
so that it may be recognized. The names of its officers 
and their post-office addresses should also be given. 

No society can be considered as haying become auxili- 
ary, until it shall have officially communicated to the 
Parent Society that its sole object is to promote the cércula- 
tion of the Holy Scriptures without note or comment; and 
that it will place its surplus revenue, after supplying tis own 
district with the Scriptures, at the disposal of the American 
Bible Society, as long as it shall remain thus connected with tt. 


DONATIONS. 

The payment of thirty dollars at one time connatnenel 
the subscriber a Life Member of the Society.

REGULATIONS RESPECTING GRANTS. 

To whom grants are made. Upon suitable application, 
the Board of Managers will make grants of books, to 
Auxiliary Societies and to other responsible parties, for 
sale and gratuitous distribution. 

The descriptions of books granted. The Board of Mana- 
gers grant chiefly their cheaper publications, keeping in 
view the special necessities of the various classes of per- 
sons to be supplied. Fine and costly books cannot be 
given away consistently with the benevolent ends of the 
Society. 

How to obtain grants. For local work, requests for 
donations of books should be presented first to the 4uz- 
iliary Societies within whose fields the books are to be 
distributed, and whose duty it is to furnish them, if pos- 
sible. When an Auxiliary is'‘unable to do this, applica- 
tion should be made to this Society, with the endorse- 
ment of a responsible officer of the Auxiliary, 

Applications from Auxiliaries, and those for general 
work from other parties, should each haye the endorse- 
ment of the District Superintendent. 

Pudlic institutions supported by local or State governments, 
and public libraries, colleges, seminaries, and secular schools, 
do not come within the range of charitable objects. 

The American Bible Society expects that due credit 
will be given for its donations by those to whom its 
books are confided for distribution.
